THE  PURDUE  INDIANA  THEATRfi— AN  EDITORIAL  BY  WILLIAM  D.  ROBERTS, 
^"  STUDENT  SENATOR 


Let  me  start  out  by 
first  saying  that  this 
editorial   is  by   no 
means  ans  attempt  to  de- 
grade either  the  -theatre 
or  the   fine  personnel 
who  contribute   so  well 
in  putting  on  the  pro- 
ductions  which   have 
given  it  a  name  through- 
out the  country.  It  is 
merely  an  attempt  to  eiv 
lighten  the  student  boc^ 
in  yet  another  of  the 
administrations  ways  of 
shifting  the  costs  of 
operating  this   school 
onto  the  already  over- 
burdened shoulders   of 
the  students'   pocket 
books . 

This  year  the  budget 
proposed  by  the  theatre 
to  the  members  of  the 
student  government 
showed  that  out  of  a 
projected  income  of 
|22,550.l5  the  students 
are  expected   to   pay 


$6,980.  This  amounts 
to  30^  of  the  operating 
capital.  At  the  same 
time  the  school  i  going 
to  put  up  only  ^ll,  6OO 
or  20.39%.  I  pose  this 
question  to  the  members 
of  the  student  body  at 
large:  Should  the  stu- 
dents habe  to  pay  acti- 
vity fees  in  order  to 
pay  more  of  the  costs 
of  the  operation  of  the 
theatre  than  the  school 
administration?  The 
major  basis  of  support 
for  the  theatre  is  the 
fact  that  it  is  an  aca- 
demic program  and  in 
truth  the  benefits  of 
the  theatre  are  prob- 
ably enjoyed  by  t^© 
Literature  and  History 
departments  of  . this 
school,  some  of  whos« 
instructors  make  view- 
ing of  some  productions 
a  requirement  for  their 
oourses.   I  ask  you^ 
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the  students,  is  it  fair 
that  we  should  shoulder 
the  burden  while    the 
adminis  tra tion 
more   for  their

Thie  rights  of  students  to  free  Inquiry  and  ex- 
pression in  the  classroom  and  in  conference  is 
asserted  in  the  Joint  Statement  on  Rights  and 
Freedoms  of  Students.  Students  also  have  a  stake 
in  the  quality  of  their  formal  education,  which 
must  take  into  account  their  needs  and  desires. 
The  categories  which  follow  are  those  in  which 
student  involvement  is  commonly  found;  they  are 
not  intended  to  exclude  other  areas  of  involve- 
ment, which  might  be  developed  where  there  is 
sufficient  student  interest.  It  is  for  the  par- 
ticular institution  to  determine  the  mode  and  ex- 
tent of  student  involvement  and  the  criteria  of 
eligibility  for  that  involvement. 
A.  Admissions- 

Students  have  a  stake  in  the  size, composition, 
and  quality  of  the  student  body,  and  should  have 
their  views  on  admissions  heard  along  with  those 
of  faculty  and  administration.  Similarly,  graduate 
students  should  be  able  to  participate  construc- 
tively in  decisions  regarding  the  admissions  po- 
licy of  their  respective  departments. 

B«  Academic  Pro grams - 

Students  should  be  consulted  in  decisions  re- 
garding the  development  of  already-existing  pro- 
grams and  the  establishment  of  new  programs.  As 
members  of  the  academic  community  they  should 
have  the  opportunity  for  similar  involvement  with 
respect  to  course  load  and  degree  requirements. 
For  example,  they  may  submit  reports  to  the  ad- 
ministration or  the  appropriate  faculty  or  de- 
partmental committees  through  their  own  curricu- 
lum  committees,  or  through  membership  in  joint 
curriculum  committees.  When  provision  is  made 
for  an  experimental  student-operated  curriculum, 
students  should  have  primary  responsibility  for 
decision-making.  l.'flien  provision  is  made  for  stu- 
dent participation  in  curricular  decision,  cri- 
teria for  eligibility  should  be   devised   jointly 

by  faculty  and  students,  

C.  Academic  Courses  and  Staff 

Students  should  have  the  opportiinity,  through 
established  institutional  mechanism,  to  assess 
the  value  of  a  course  to  them,  and  to  make  sug 
gestlons  as  to  its  direction.  Students  should 
also  be  able  to  express  their  views  on  the  form 
and  conduct  of  a  class  which  they  have  taken,  for 
example  through  an  evaluative  questionnaire  pre- 
pared by  joint  faculty  student  effort,  and  their 
opinions  should  be  weighed  in  faculty  decisions 
affecting  faculty  status.   The  faculty  member,  of

D,  Academic  Evaluation 

The  method  by  which  students  are  evaluated  is 
properly  of  concern  to  them.  Accordlnly,  stu- 
dents should  be  heard  with  respect  to  the  grading 
system  as  an  institution.  They  should  also  have 
clearly  established  mefeins  of  recourse  against 
prejudiced  or  capricious  grading. 

E.  Academic  Environment  i 

The  scheduling  of  courses,  class  size,  distri- 
bution of  night  and  day  classes, calendar  arrange- 
ments, library  policy  and  development,  and  simi- 
lar academic  arrangements  and  services  affect  the 
ability  of  students  to  do  academic  worB:.  They 
should  share  in  the  formation  of  policies  on 
these  matters.

A,  Extracurricular  Activities- 
Students  should  have  primary   responsibility 

for  activities  sponsored  by  the  student  body. 
Other  appropriate  persons  and  groups  should  be 
able  to  discuss  such  activities  and  be  consulted 
with  respect  to  them,  '  Among  these  activities 
are  cultural  programs  sponsored  by  the  student 
body,  student  political ^affairs,  and  student  pub- 
lications; the  intellectually  vitality  and  aca- 
demic freedom  of  the  student  body  will  be  in- 
sured in  such  activities  by  adequate  representa- 
tion of  student  taste  and  opinion. 

B.  Student  Regulations 

Students  should  have  primary  responsibility 
for  the  formulation  of  clear  and  readily  availa- 
ble regulations  pertaining  to  their  personal 
lives,  subject  only  to  such  restrictions  as  m^ 
be  imposed  by  law. 

C,  Student  Discipline 

Students  should  hav^  the  opportunity  to  parti- 
cipate in  establishing  standards  and  procedures 
which  govern  student  discipline,  and  take  part 
also  in  the  actual  disoiplinary  process .  Disci- 
plinary proceedings  should  be  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  j Joint  Statement  on  Rights 
and  Freedoms  of  Students. 

D.  Other  Institutional]!  Concerns 

Students  have  a  right  to  be  heard,  through  for- 
mal means,  on  question'^  involving  an  institution^ 
budget,  its  physical  if'esources,  and  its  relation- 
ship with  groups  or  agencies  external  to  the  cam- 
pus. Provisions  shoulitl  exist  for  the  transmlssiai 
of  student  views  on  suph  matters  to  the  faculty, 
j>resident,  and  governing  board.
